AN EXCITING DEBATE ENSUES.

The incident hardly closed when the 
subject came up in iinother form. .Mr

This 
aroused Mr. Sherman to an eiiei>,'etir 
anil feelim? protest. He declared that 
Mr. Hosir's resolution was a refiection 
on the committee on foreign relations, 
and was an effort to shelve the Cuban 
resolutions after weeks of discussion and 
overwhelming votes in both houses. 
The two veteran senators, Sherman and 
Hoar, engaged in a vigonms colloquy. 

Mr. Morgan and other senators were 
drawn into the personal conflict and for 
half an hour it raged, some times with 
deep earnestness, but more often with 
amusement caused by the energy of the 
white-haired participants. Mr. Sher- 
man Anally withdrew liis objeotiuii and 
Mr. Hoar's resolution went over, but 
not before Mr. Hoar had made a brief, 
but telling speech against wliat he 
termed the meaning policy of (congress 
in foreigu questions.
